r.o  .dcrniiily  ’good,  to  wliich  school  meals  ajce  a contributing  factor,  v/lulc  the 
Bricish  Rescaun’ani-.  is  a real  Godsc,id  to  all  cla.ssos  of  the  comroniiy. 

The  scarlet  fowr  y;o  c:qpcriv..ncod  was  atyvucal  in  oharaoter;  cases  T/o.rc 
spread  over  oho  year,  with  eleven  in  the  months  of  April  and  .May*  The  onset 
was  usually  charac  tori  sod  b;*-  a grey  follicular  tcnsi.llar  enudation,  with  appeor- 
ar.c^_  of  the  rash  dcliiycd  until  the  tiiird  or  fiftji  Caj  , iind  in  one  case,  it  rosulccd 
fi'.  . a generalised  L.ipctiginous  eruption  v/il'th  no  sore  tliroat, 

luoaclec,  ohoLigh  iddospread,  gave  no  an:cio'uy,  and  the  single  death  that 
occu-rred  '..-as  duo  to  marasims,  following  enteritis.  I'cv/  cases  wore  notified  after 
the  _nd  of  .May,  but  in  'tlic  meant.Lme,  y/hooping  cougli  v/as  gaining  ground,  said 
though  crcublesomo,  it  w'as  not  serious,  and  by  the  cud  of  September,  it  had  spent 
i'cself.  In  September,  v/c  liad  one  case  of  paratyphoid  fever,  and  a i'cM  cases  of 
dysentery  of  the  rl^;en'm'  iype,  \/iiich  \;cre  short,  ohrerp  and  •.7c'’l“dofincd,  but 
this  outbreak  ouiclily  subsided.  Four  sporadic  cases  of  diphtho.ria  occiirrcd  . 
d-jr.;.n£  tl\c  year,  and  a vigorous  cajpaign  for  immunisation  against  tliis  disease 
^.’as  iiiitiatcd  with  good  response  obtained.  Tlds  \;ork  is  sti].l  being  regularly 
pursuwd  at  the  Infant  V/clfarc  Centro,  at  the  schools  avid  at  a Clinic  run  by  the 
Coxity  Council. 

In  Novembwi’,  ma.ips  appeared,  and  thougli  it  has  not  boon  severe,  it  has 
been  fairly  \;idcsproad,  and  in  a proportion  of  th^..  adult  and'  adolescent  males, 
it  i.'as  xolloi/ed  by  so.mc  unpl.-acant  complications. 

The  increase  of  notifications  of  Tuberculosis  is  parti;/  accounted  for  by 
the  ccarival  of  cases  fru.i  other  areas.

SEWERS^  The  sev/ers  have  been  periodically  inspected  and,  in  spite  of  the  in- 
creased population,  have  shovffi  no  abnoriaal  signs  of  defects  or  nuisances  through 
overloading.
